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SUBJECT: RHODESIA: ASSISTANT SECRETARY MOOSE'S MEETING 
WITH TANZANIAN AMBASSADOR 

ASSISTANT SECRETARY MOOSE MET WITH TANZANIAN AMBASSADOR 
BOMANI DECEMBER 21 TO RECAP THE CURRENT RHODESIAN SITUA- 
TION. FOLLOWING ARE MAIN POINTS OF DISCUSSION: 

1 . US COMMITMENT. MOOSE REASSURED BOMANI THAT THE USG 
WOULD CONTINUE TO PRESS HARD TO ACHIEVE A JUST SOLUTION 
IN RHODESIA. WE WERE WORKING CLOSELY WITH THE BRITISH TO 
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COORDINATE NEGOTIATING EFFORT. WE EXPECT A LETTER WOULD 
COME SOON FROM DAVID OWEN TO MUGABE AND NKOMO INVITING 
THEM ONCE AGAIN TO LONDON. 

2. LONDON MEETING. MOOSE FELT IT WAS CRUCIAL THAT MUGABE 
AND NKOMO RESPOND TO THE OWEN LETTER POSITIVELY AND ATTEND 
THE LONDON MEETING TO HEAR THE LATEST US-UK PROPOSALS ON 
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TRANSITIONAL ARRANGEMENTS SPELLED OUT AND TO MEET WITH 
CARVER. OUR PROPOSALS WERE CERTAINLY NEGOTIABLE AND WOULD 
NOT BE PRESENTED AS SET IN CONCRETE. WE WOULD BE PERFECT- 
LY HAPPY TO SEE NKOMO AND MUGABE VOICE THEIR DIFFERENCES 
WITH OUR IDEAS AND SUGGEST NEW ALTERNATIVES. WE WOULD 
HOPE THIS MIGHT BE THEIR REACTION, RATHER THAN A REFUSAL 
TO ATTEND OR PERHAPS ATTENDING AND THEN WALKING OUT 
AFTER THE FIRST SESSION. 

3. TIMING OF TALKS. MOOSE FELT THAT THE TIMING OF THE 
MEETING WAS EXTREMELY IMPORTANT. THE LIBERATION GROUP 
LEADERS HAD ALL PURSUED OTHER AVENUES AND NOT FOUND 
SATISFACTORY RESULTS: NOW WAS THE PERFECT TIME TO DISCUSS 
THE US-UK PROPOSALS AS THE NEXT ALTERNATIVE. IF WE COULD 
GET THE PATRIOTIC FRONT TO ACCEPT SOME PART OF OUR 
PROPOSALS, WE MIGHT THEN MOVE FORWARD AT THIS CRITICAL 
STAGE. AS WE HAD EXPECTED, SMITH'S INTERNAL SOLUTION HAD 
NOW BEEN SHOWN UP FOR THE CHARADE THAT IT WAS, AND IT WAS 
CLEAR THAT SITHOLE AND MUZOREWA WOULD BE LOOKING FOR A 
BETTER DEAL. WE MUST GET THE PATRIOTIC FRONT TO AGREE TO 
TERMS WHICH WOULD ALSO APPEAL TO SITHOLE AND MUZOREWA, 
THEREBY OFFERING THEM SOMETHING MORE THAN ANY FUTURE 
TEMPTATIONS FROM SMITH. 

4. NYERERE'S SUPPORT. MOOSE EXPRESSED HIS GRATITUDE FOR 
PRESIDENT NYERERE'S SUSTAINED SUPPORT FOR ALL OUR INITIA- 
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TIVES DURING THIS TIME, ESPECIALLY HIS STAND ON ELECTIONS 
FOR RHODESIA BEFORE THE TRANSFER OF POWER. MOOSE WAS 
AWARE OF ALL THE PRESSURES ON NYERERE AND THE FACT THAT 
OTHER LEADERS HAD NOT BEEN SO SOLIDLY BEHIND US. NYERERE 
CONTINUED TO BACK US UP COMPLETELY, AND WE APPRECIATED 
THAT VERY MUCH. BOMANI ANSWERED THAT THE USG COULD

TIVES DURING THIS TIME, ESPECIALLY HIS STAND ON ELECTIONS 
FOR RHODESIA BEFORE THE TRANSFER OF POWER. MOOSE WAS 
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AWARE OF ALL THE PRESSURES ON NYERERE AND THE FACT THAT
